To make a 
diagnosis of cancer of the 
lung, 


especially 
when it is early, is not 


easy. This is because (lie symp- 
toms which are produced are so 
'iHirh like those of some chronic 
infection of the lung tissues. 
A 


lon^-iasting cough is just as typical 
of cancer of the lung as it is of 
tuberculosis, chronic bronchitis or 
an unhealed pneumonia. 


An X-ray of the lung often helps 


in making the diagnosis, but an 
instrument 
called 
(lie 
broncho- 


scope 
is especially valuable. The 


bronchoseope can be passed down 
the windpipe to that part of the 
lung which seems to be involved: 
through this instrument a tiny bit 
of tissue can be. removed for ex- 
amination under 
the microscope. 


This method is usually successful 
in deciding 
whether cancer 
is 


present. 


Must Diagnose Early 
When the diagnosis can bo made 


early, there is real hope of bring- 
ing about a cure. This has come 
about because now an entire lung 
can be removed surgically. This 
sounds like a formidable " under- 
taking, but it has been done suc- 
cessly many times. 


The first pncumonectomy, or re- 


moval of an entire lung in one 
operation, was done in the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital on July 24, 1933. 
This was on a girl three and a 
half 
years old who had a lung 


tumor. This child recovered with- 
out dififculty and lived to bo eight 
years old, 
when she died of an 


accident, without any signs of re- 
currence of the tumor. 


A great many people 
with can- 


cer of the lung have had one lung 
removed 
since that time. Since 


cancer of the lung is always fatal 
.eventually if 
not treated' by rc- 


I moval of the affected lung, "it is 
| most important to make a diag- 
nosis as soon as possible and to
